CETA program 
The SeMo Skills Center plans to train 350 
students this year at a total cost of $443,730, 
according to W. F. Sikes, director of the 
Comprehensive Education and Training 
Act. 
The 1978 budget is nearly 10 per cent 
higher than in 1977, with the extra cost going 


to tests, books, supplies and other items 
needed to train an additional 50 students. 
The increase also covers increased pur­ 
chasing costs and salaries. 
Sikes told the board that surplus equip­ 
ment accumulated by the program has been 
sold. He said he was surprised with the 
number of bids, which totaled 22.

State Auditor Tom Keyes said Tuesday 
that he is in sympathy with small city 
governments in the Bootheel that have been 
audited by his department and are having 
difficulty paying the cost of the audits. 
However, he noted that his office is 
required by iaw to conduct the audits if five 
per cent of the people who voted in the 
previous general election petition for such 
an audit. He also noted that his office 
submits a bill for the expenses incurred for 
the audit, but the responsibility of collecting 
the bill is not his department’s. In fact, he 
said, the money goes into general revenue 
and not to his department. 
Keyes was in Sikeston to speak to the 
Sikeston Jaycees Tuesday night at the 
Country Club. He commented on the 
auditing problems of small communities in 
an interview with the Daily Standard prior 
to the Jaycee meeting. 
He said his office has supported 
legislation to help solve the financial 
problems of small towns being audited, but 
the legislation failed in past years to pass 
the legislature. 
“The Municipal Finance Audit Bill, in­ 
troduced in the Senate last session and in 
two previous sessions, passed the com­ 
mittee recommended “Do Pass", but at the 
end of the session it mired down in the 
Senate Calendar,’’ he said. 
The bill would provide for municipalities 
with revenues of $100,000 or under to file 
annual financial statements with the state 
auditor's office. Cities of gross revenues of 
$100,000 to $250,000 would have to be audited 
by independent Certified Public Accountant 
firms at least biennially. Municipalities 


with gross revenues in excess of $250,000 
would have to be audited by CPAs annually. 
In the last two instances, reports of CPAs 
would have to be filed with the auditor’s 
office. This bill would in effect delete the 
petition audit section of the statutes and in 
turn allow the auditor’s office to spend the 
appropriations to conduct audits of more of 
the state agencies and departments and 
more frequent audits of 98 third and fourth 
class counties in the state. 
“You’ve got a right to demand that each 
and every penny of your taxes be spent 
efficiently,” Keyes told the Jaycees. 
Keyes said he will bring a business-like 
approach to auditing the use of tax dollars 
and 
finding more efficient means of 
government operation, since he is only the 
second state auditor in Missouri since 1820. 
The state auditor’s office is working first 
to develop a totally professional office, with 
the hiring of only degreed accountants with 
a 
stipulation 
th at they pass 
their 
examination to become certified public 
accountants as quickly as possible, Keyes 
said. At present, 24 of the 79 accountants 
hold their CPA, in this seventh ranked office 
of the United States. 
Keyes said it is the job of the state 
auditor’s office to audit state agencies, 
boards and commissions. Each year it turns 
out over 150 audits out of Missouri’s 98 
counties, each pointing to millions of dollars 
in potential savings. 
Three recent auditors mentioned by 
Keyes showed that the taxpayer's money 
was wasted.

J.A. Chronister, chairman of the North 
Scott County Ambulance Council, reported 
that total receipts of $60,900. 53 had been 
received since the first application was filed 
in 1974 to start the ambulance service. 
Breaking down the receipts, Chronister said 


$24,782.91 
was received 
for 1974-1975; 
$17,916.28 for 1976; and for 1977, up to Oct. 8, 
receipts totaled $18,267.34. 
Chronister said total disbursements were 
$52,596.24 for the same period, leaving a 
balance of $8,370.29, with another $7,783 in 
outstanding, 
uncollected bills for am­ 
bulance service. 
The largest expenditures 
listed 
in 
Chronister’s 
report were salaries for 
regular employes, $19,614. 81, with volun­ 
teers receiving $3,048.04 and electronic 
equipment installed at the Chaffee General 
Hospital and in both ambulances along with 


maintance costing $11,021.24. 
Chronister said the ambulance service 
was started with a used ambulance and if 
the service achieves a bank balance of 
about $10,000 the council should then meet 
with the County Court for possible help in 
securing funds to purchase a new am­ 
bulance to replace the used ambulance 
purchased at the start of the ambulance 
service. 
Chronister said two regular employes 
received $650 and $600 a month salary, 
respectively. Chronister said salaries are 
also being subsidized partially by the 


Chaffee Housing Authority for eight hours a 
day and the Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program for six hours a day, because when 
the ambulance attendents are not on a call 
they are with these programs. 
Chronister suggested that now the two 
fulltime employes be stationed at the 
Chaffee Police Department to work as 
dispatchers from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. and from 
6 p.m. to 2 a.m. He said during that time, if 
an ambulance call comes in, they can an­ 
swer the ambulance call without delay.

FREEDOM IN Otm HANDS 
Every time you pick up your newspaper at your 
doorstep or take it out of your mailbox, freedom is in 
your hands. 
Your newspaper is a living, everyday illustration of the 
freedom that is embodied in the very first amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States of America. The 
Founding Fathers of this nation, who wrote the blueprint 
for the greatest experiment in government the world had 
ever seen, felt so strongly about freedom that they 
themselves annexed the Bill of Rights amendments 
before the Constitution could be submitted to the several 
sovereign states for formal ratification. 
Through its free choice to present the news, to in­ 
terpret the news, and to make comment on the news, 
your newspaper in every edition relies upon those basic 
rights and freedoms. In the process of pursuing its every 
day duties and obligations toyou, your newspaper stands 
as the first line of defense against any action or any effort 
that may tend to infringe upon those rights and 
freedoms.

When you 
cast your own vote, you should 
not have to answer to anybody 
for your dec is ion But when 
seme other person votes for you 
in a legislative body, you have a 
right to know how he voted. He 
should not be given the op­

Faced with this duty of 
d»closure 
congressmen have 
developed several dodges for 
avoiding roll call votes on what 
they consider legislative "hot 
potatoes One method was tsed 
in securing the congressional 
pay raise. Congress passed a 
ip* that made future raises 
automatic unless overridden by 
a negative vote 
A 
different parliamentary 
trick was used by those who 
abolished the House internal 
security committee in 1975. The 
anti-security congressmen write 
the elimination of the committee 
into House rules that could not 
be amended from the floor 
When the House adopted its 
rules of procedure, the com­ 
mittee was wiped out without a 
roll call vote on the merits 
There is no evidence that the 
American people or even a 
majority 
of 
congressmen 
wanted to abolish the House 
internal security committee.

The House internal security 
committee and its predecessor, 
callod the Committee on un- 
American Activities, has a

This is the com­ 
mittee that uncovered a major 
Soviet spy ring and led to the 
jailing oa perjury charge* sf the 
State Department*! Ajger Hies. 
Other invrnfigstioni of this 
committee ia the iSISs and lMSs 


revealed Soviet penetration in 
education, labor and com­ 
munications. The CIO, for 
example, relied heavily on the 
committee’s investigations in 
expelling a number of Com­ 
munist-dominated unions.

argued that we no longer need a 
congressional 
committee

Carter Orders Embargo Study

WASHINGTON • Presi­ 
dent Carter has ordered 
the Notional Security 
Council to assess the ef­ 
fects another tel embargo 
would have on the United 
States. The secret study 
will analyze how vulnera­ 
ble the United States has 
become and how the gov­ 
ernment might respond if 
our overseas oil supplies 
should be cut off. 
Energy Secretary James 
Schlesinger has concluded 
darkly that the continued 
flow of Middle East tel into 
this country is less certain 
than at any time since the 
1973 Arab oil embargo, 
confidential sources 
report. 
The United States has 
become more dependent, 
meanwhile, on foreign tel 
fields. This country now 
imports 1.7 million barrels 
of oil a day. This is two 
million barrels more than 
the daily intake only two 
years ago. 
Yet tel ia the lifeblood 
that keeps the nation 
throbbing. Without over­ 
seas oil, the industry 
wheels would slow down 
and the highways would 
start to empty. Even the 
nation's military machine 
would have to curtail its 
operations. 
So last June, President 
Carter ordered a secret 
review of the nation’s vul- 


nerability. The exhaustive, 
four-month study te now 
nearing completion. 
The findings probably 
will be too sensitive to 
release to the public. The 
security analysts are 
studying several possible 
scenarios. They are partic­ 
ularly concerned, for 
example, that a sudden 
disruption of the interna­ 
tional tel flow could cause 
a confrontation In Europe 
between the Soviet bloc 
and NATO nations ovar oil. 
One intelligence official 
stressed: *OU te terribly 
important in national se­ 
curity affairs.* 
The moat likely result, 
according to sources famil­ 
iar with the National Se­ 
curity Council review, will 
be tighter control of oil 
imports and a dramatic 
acceleration of the strate­ 
gic oil program. 
Overseas oil already is 
going into the strategic 
reserves in case of a future 
emergency. Schlesinger 
"would like to put as much 
oil in thé ground as po li- 
bie,' one administration 
source explained. 
Critics contend, howev­ 
er, that Schlesinger puts 
too much emphasis on con­ 
serving oil and not enough 
emphasis on replacing it. 
Since the world consumes 
oil faster than nature cre­ 
ates it, they argue, the 


world inevitably must run 
short of tel. They believe 
Schiestiiger’s first priority, 
therefore, should be to find 
a substitute for tel. 
Administration «ffMah 
have indicated to us, 
mean while, that the presi­ 
dent will atprt using hte 
executive authority if Con­ 
gress doesn't help him re­ 
duce oil imports. He may 
have to resort to using the 
Trade Expansion Act, they 
said, to curtail 
with fees and tariffs.H 
Footnote:

(AP) — Monsanto Co., officials 
quickly attempted to refute a federal report suggesting oc­ 
cupational factors may have contributed to some cancer 
deaths among the firm ’s Chemical factory employes here. 
• An International Union of Electrical Workers spokesman 
laid the federal report is under study. The union represents 
many of the 2,000 Monsanto workers in Springfield. 
Now in draft form, the study was made by the National in­ 
stitute for Occupational Safety and Health os part of its ex­ 
amination of Monsanto operations here that began two years 


Monsanto said its own research contradicts the federal

Traditionally, Sunday provides the sports fan with the op­ 
portunity to relax in his favorite chair, kick off Ms shoes, pour 
himself a beer and enjoy a baseball or football fame on 
television. 
Last Sunday was such, but for Southeast Missouri viewers who 
root for the football Cardinals and the Kansas City Royals, the 
Sabbath offered a double dose of frustration. 
For both teams, especially the Royals, victory was imperative. 
Both saw it slip away from their grasp at the last moment. 
Frustrating for the viewer at home in his easy chair, but even 
more so for the athlete on the field. 
Incompetent officiating went a long way toward the downfall of 
the Cardinals at Busch Stadium Sunday. It’s sad that the result of 
a game so important can rest so much in the hands of six men 
with striped sMrts, flags in their pockets and whistles around 
their necks. The eleven players on the field for each team can 
have any accomplishment they have made taken away from 
them with one ckopof theflag. 
Two crucial pass interference penalties, both extremely 
questionable, set up Dallas touchdowns that enabled the Cowboys 
to beat the Big Red. It is unlikely that the Cowboys would have 
argued much if they had been called incomplete, although they 
probably would have made a token complaint. 
Maybe it was good officiating. Maybe the on-the-spot, well- 
trained official was able to detec t something that the Cardinal 
players and fans couldn’t. Maybe they were just calling ’em 
close. Very close. 
Bid if that was the case, why did Cardinal receivers not get 
equal protection from the field policemen? Not even Vin Scully 
and Alex Hawkins can say that the Cards didn’t get pushed 
around a bit, especially in the late going when they were trying to 
catch up. 
Don Coryell summed up the frustration that a coach must feel 
when he’s on the wrong end of a bad call: “If I say anything bad 
or derogatory (about the officials), I’ll be fined more money than 
I’m making___There's not one thing you can doabout it.” 
He’s right about both statements, but especially hit the nail 
right on the head with the last one. Coryell has made a proposal 
that is logical and workable and could take such unlimited power 
away from the officials, who are only human. A coach who 
believes a bad 
call has gone against his team can ask to have a 
replay shown and scrutinized. If the replay clearly shows that die 
official was in error, then the decision is reversed. If the official 
is right, then a time out is charged to the team requesting the 
replay. 
Such a rule, if adopted, would allow obviously unjust and 
erroneous decisions to be reversed, which well they should be. By 
charging a time out if the official’s decision is upheld, the rule 
would not be abused. A coach would call for a replay only when he 
was 99 44/lOOths per cent sure he was right. 
Why won’t die NFL go for such a rule? Because they are still 
living in the Dark Ages. Just like the gag rule, which forbids a 
coach to speak unfavorably to the press about an official’s call. It 
is apathy in the truest sense of the word. If Pete Rozelle was truly 
concerned about the problem, he would take more effective 
measures than are currently on the NFL books. 
For example, an official was recently judged to have made a 
mistake that coat one NFL team a football game, period. It was 
not even an error of judgement, but in incompetency. He was 
suspended without pay for two games, but he’ll be back on the 
field after that, poasibly to rob another team. 
For those who really care, it’s frustrating. 


The Royals can blame only themselves for their demise in the 
ninth inning Sunday evening. They were witten two cuts of going 
to the World Series. But the game is nine innings king--27 outs. 
With the exception of George Brett's throwing error that gave 
the Yankees an insurance run, which didn’t really matter, you 
couldn't really say that Kansas City gave the game away. The 
Yankees won it, pure and simple. They did what they had to. I 
think Whitey Herzog waited an inning too long to Ming in Mark 
Littell. But hindsight is always 10-20,1 guess. 
It was frustrating to watch the Royals lose the way they did. 
But then again, it must have been even more frustrating for the 
Royals themselves. To lose two years in a row in the ninth innings 
is tough, especially when they were probably the better team 
both times. 
Fred Patek, the birthday boy, was the picture of disap­ 
pointment and frustration. He played Ms heart out the entire 
series. He got spiked in the eighth inning by Reggie Jackson, but 
showed what he is made of by coming bade the next inning. Graig 
Nettles turned Patek's hard-hit ball into a game-ending double 
play, and the NBC picture of Patek brought many a die-hard 
Kansas City fan to tears. He stood on the base path - head bowed 
and body frozen in disbelief. That picture said it all. 
Mark Littell must have felt the same way after giving up the 
home run ball to Chris Chambliss the year before. If there is a 
thrill in victory, the agony of defeat is paramount.

their 100th World Series ga 
It took 13 years and 12 actlonpacked innings 
Tuesday night before the Yankees reached 
the century mark, outlasting the Los Angeles 
Dodgers 4-3. 
“It feels wonderful,” decided Yankee 
Manager Billy Mrtln, who managed his first 
World Series winner after four losing games 
against Cincinnati last year. 
Last year, Cincinnati had left-hander Don 
Gullett, while this year the Yankees have 
him. The hard-throwing Gullett, an offseason 
free agent acquisition by the Yankees, was 
yanked after two innings last Wednesday in 
the American League playoffs because of a 
sore shoulder. At the time, Martin said 
Gullett was finished for the season. 
But that was no mirage on the mound Tues­ 
day night. It was Don Gullett, who combined 
with ironman Sparky Lyle to finish off the 
Dodgers, allowing the National League cham­ 
pions just six hits all night.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. 
(AP) — Minimum insulation 
standards that could save an 
average homeowner $71 a 
year to heating bills have been 
proposed by toe Missouri 
Public Service Commission. 
The standards would apply 
to residential buildings and 
buildings used for other than 
industrial purposes built after 
next July. They will be subject 
to public comment and possi­ 
ble public hearings over the 
next several weeks before the 
PSC considers their final 
adoption. 
“We can probably cure 
some ills in new home con­ 
struction as far as conserva­ 
tion methods go,’* PSC Chair­ 
man James Mulvaney said on 
Tuesday during the commis­ 
sion’s discussion of the 
proposal. 
The commission staff, 
charged in the state’s newly 
approved energy conservation 
plan with developing such 
standards, began Work on 
them in August. 
’’The savings to the 
customer in reduced heating 
and cooling bills will pay for 
the cost of the insulating 
materials over a reasonable 
time period, which for an 
average home should not ex­ 


ceed five or six years,” the 
staff said. 
The proposal also calls for 
only highly efficient alr- 
condltloners to be installed in 
new homes or other buildings 
beginning next June with a 
slight increase 17 months later 
in the minimum acceptable ef­ 
ficiency of air-conditloners. 
Based on inform ation 
gathered by the PSC staff in 
developing the standards, 
Randy Dietrich of the staff' 
said the additional cost to 
meet the insulation standards 
in a new home in St. Louis 
would be about $640. 
Ten inches of insulation in 
the ceiling, where many 
homes now have only six, and 
the addition of storm doors 
and windows would reduce the 
electric heating bill by about 
$71 a year, Dietrich said, 
meaning the additional con­ 
struction costs would be 
recovered in nine years. 
But he said the recovery 
period should be much shorter 
because there will also be sav­ 
ings in summer electric bills 
“but those are harder to 
calculate.” 
If ultimately approved by 
the commission, the new stan­ 
dards would apply only to 
homes and other buildings 


served by electric and natural 
gas utilities regulated by the 
PSC. The proposal would pro­ 
hibit those regulated com­ 
panies from providing service 
unless the home or building 
builder or architect certifies 
that the structure meets the 
insulation standards. 
The major impact of the 
standards, according to 
Dietrich, will probably be in 
the requirement that all 
homes have storm doors and 
storm windows or thermal 
pane windows. He said those 
doors and windows make up 
the bulk of added construction 
costs. 
Homes with basements 
below ground level would not 
have to have insulated floors 
under the proposed standards, 
but those with basement 
garages or a significant por­ 
tion of the basement wall 
above ground would. Homes 
with unheated garages 
connected to the living area by 
an inside door would need a 
storm door on the connecting 
door. 
“I know we’re going to get a 
lot of comments,” Mulvaney 
said. “But this is a start to get 
people thining about it and let 
them know we’re serious 
about this.0

musicians, 
Ronald Zalklnd had the dream 
of becoming a concert pianist. 
He would work hard, get the 
breaks, and end up as a 
worldacclaimed soloist.

Hens provide 
power to light 
own henhouses 
WEST UNION, Iowa (AP) 
— Electricity generated from 
chicken manure is lighting up 
the henhouse on a northeast 
Iowa farm. 
An Agriculture Department 
spokesman says waste from 
the 160,000 chickens contains 
enough methane gas to pro­ 
vide power to 200 average 
homes. 
The $100,000 experimental 
operation “is to farming what 
the Wright brothers’ airplane 
was to flying — a beginning,” 
said one of the developers. 
Engraved invitations were 
sent out, and there were state 
and USDA officials present for 
the unveiling of the hen-power 
setup Monday at the Heying 
Enterprises Farm . Former 
Iowa Sen. Hilarius Heying and 
his family put up half the 
money for the experiment. 
“This is a first,” noted Carl 
Larson, 
representing the 
USDA Department of Rural 
Development. “We in govern­ 
ment are interested because 
we want to see farm ers use 
such farm wastes for the bet­ 
terment of our country. ’ ’ 
Rod Riggs, director of the 
Iowa State Energy Policy 
Council, pushed the button 
that sent electricity from the 
methanefired generator into 
the laying house complex. 
He said he hoped the produc­ 
tion of methane gas from 
Iowa’s chicken manure could 
offset the nation’s dependence 
on foreign oil.

JEFFER SO N CITY - Col A1 
Lubker superintendent of the 
State Highway Patrol, plana to 
go to the mat on propoeals to 
establish a Missouri Bureau of 
Investigation as a separate 
agency. 
“ It would tear the guts out of 
the patrol,” Lubker says. " I’ll 
fight it accordingly.” 
Lubker sees what he calls a 
“ critical” need for a greater 
statewide investigative effort 
against 
crime, 
particularly 
organized 
crim e. 
But 
he 
believes that effort should be 
centered in the patrol. Not in a 
separate agency. 
To Lubker, nothing about 
establishing a separate M BI 
makes sense. And that position 
puts him almost directly op­ 
posite his superior in state 
government Kenneth Carnes, 
who is head of the cabinet-level 
Department of Public Safety. 
Carnes leans toward establish­ 
ment of the M BI under Public 
Safety’s control but separate 
from the highway patrol. 
Through a Carnes nomination, 
Lubker rose from the rank of 
lieutenant in the patrol this year 
to the top job, an appointment 
officially then made by Gov. 
Joseph Teasdale. Lubker is not 
the ungrateful type. But he’s 
also a career patrol officer. 
“ I hope Ken and I can get 
together on this. We’ve never 
really discussed it in detail. But 
this is serious. I sincerely 
believe the future of the patrol is 
at stake.” 
Lubker notes that several of 
the legislative proposals being 
drafted for an M BI provide that 
first preference for the new jobs 
as a state investigator would go 
to current members of the 
patrol’s 
Intelligence 
and 
Investigation (I A I) units. 
The intent of such a hiring 
practice is clear, Lubker says. 
The patrol would be removed 
from what Lubker regards as 
one of its most important fun­ 
ctions - assisting local law 
enforcement 
officials 
in 
criminal investigations. 
Lubker argues that the ability 
to engage in investigative work 
is the heart of any police 
organization. “ If they take that 
away from us. it w ill be the 
death of the patrol as we have 
known it,” Lubker says. “ If 


we re out « 
ve wont 
altogether, we w ill not be able to 
recruit the caliber of police 
officer we’ve had in the past. ” 
Lubker 
notes 
that 
the 
uniformed officer* of the patrol 
themselves 
assist 
local 
in­ 
vestigations from time to time. 
Ability to move into the fulltime 
I A I units is a valuable, even 
necessary, incentive, Lubker 
adds. 
“ If, however, when a man 
joins us knowing that all he w ill 
ever do is write traffic tickets, 
what kind of man are we going 
to attract?,” Lubker asks. 
Lubker also argues that the 
patrol now maintains a system 
of crime laboratories, runs the 
statewide computer information 
network, and conducts year- 
round training programs which 
are open not only to patrol of­ 
ficers and cadets but to local law 
enforcement officres as well. He 
sees that all these facilities 
would have to be utilized by an 
M BI. “ So why make it a 
separate agency?” 
Since its founding in 1931, 
Lubker believes the patrol has 
established a tradition of hiring 
an outstanding caliber of police 
officer, a hiring that has been 
free of the political process. He 
fears that a new and separate 
M BI would not have that 
tradition and would become a 
haven for sheriffs who had lost 
their bids for re-election and for 
retired officers of local police 
departments. 
Lubker also believes the

have to create a reputation “ in 
order to justify its requests for 
more funds.”

A 
search for instant glory by the 
M BI, Lubker believes, would 
leave behind it bruised relatione 
with local sheriffs and police 
departments, which themsofves 
are sensitive as to where public 
credit goes. A separate M BI, 
Lubker concludes, would be 
damned from the beginning. 
Lubker is not unaware that the 
state sheriffs’ association and

department 
traditionally have opposed 
broadening the police powers 
and investigative capability of 
the patrol. That opposition has 
been successful without fail in 
past 
legislative 
sessiona. 
Lubker’s not sure that he un­ 
derstands that opposition. He 
says it always has been the 
patrol’s policy to cooperate 
closely with local law en­ 
forcement officers and he 
believes that policy not has been 
followed successfully but that 
the patrol is regarded generally 
as a partner rather than a 
competitor by local officers. 
Lubker is not sure he will 
succeed in persuading Carnes to 
drop his initial support for a

Veterans’ preference 
laws win court test 
WASHINGTON (A P ) - The 
Supreme Court today set aside 
a lower court’s ruling that 
struck down state laws giving 
a 
preference to m ilitary 
veterans who apply for public 
jobs. 
The justices, by a 6-3 vote, 
told a three-judge federal 
court in Massachusetts to 
reconsider its decision in light 
of a 1976 Supreme Court deci­ 
sion that said “ discrim inatory 
intent” is necessary to find a 
constitutional violation. 
The lower court said such 
preferential 
treatment 
for 
veterans represented 
un­ 
constitutional sex discrim ina­ 
tion against women. 
The court’s action carries 
broad impact. Only four states 
— Arkansas, Mississippi, New 
Mexico and South Carolina — 
have no form of veterans’ 
preference. 
Justices W illiam J. Brennan 
Jr., Thurgood M arshall and 
Lewis F. Powell Jr. voted to 
hear arguments In the case. 


The Massachusetts law was 
challenged in 1975 by Helen 
Feeney, a state employe from 
1963 to that year.

Feeney took civil service tests 
as an applicant for better- 
paying governm ent jobs.

veterans whose test grades 
were below Mrs. Feeney’s 
were placed ahead of her 
when the veterans’ preference 
formula was applied.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Too 
many Americans take drugs 
they do not need and don’t 
know enough about, says the 
secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare. He wants a “top- 
to-bottom, thorough overhaul” 
of government regulation of 
drugs. 
HEW Secretary Joseph A. 
Calif a no Jr. said Wednesday he 
will begin by revamping the 
Food and Drug Administration, 
but also urged Congress to re­ 
write the 40-year-old law which 
governs the agency. 
Califano said consumers often 
are not supplied enough infor­ 
mation about drugs, both the 
prescription and over-the-count­ 
er varieties, and “our regu­ 
latory process itself is closed 
and secretive.” 
The result, he said, is that 
too many consumers take drugs 
that do not help them. 
“Little dispute exists that 
much prescribing (of drugs) in 
this country is done for symp­ 
toms for which the drug is not 
recommended or is not effec­ 
tive,” Califano told a luncheon 
sponsored by Public Citizen Fo­ 
rum, a consumer group. 
“Too often doctors automati­ 
cally write, and patients auto­ 
matically expect a prescription 
for every ailment. Unnecessary 
use at a minimum wastes mon- 


ey and contributes to already 
soaring medical costs,” he con­ 
tinued. 
Califano said that since the 
law governing the FDA was 
enacted in 1938, sales in the 
drug manufacturing industry 
have grown from about $300 
million to more than $7 billion 
a year. 


“Today, more than 1.5 billion 
prescriptions are written every 
year — an average of 5.7 pre­ 
scriptions for every man, wom­ 
an and child in the nation,” he 
said. 
And he said the growth of the 
industry and scientific develop­ 
ments which have resulted in 
the development of many new 
drugs have made the current 
law archaic. 


Califano said manufacturers 
should be required to disclose 
tests they make of drugs to as­ 
sure that they are safe and ef­ 
fective. The results of such 
tests are withheld from the 
public on the grounds that 
“trade secrets” might be di­ 
vulged. 
“Not only should the (test) 
data be public but decisions 
should be made in open pro­ 
ceedings to provide interested 
groups an opportunity to sub­ 
mit views and to participate be­ 
fore the FDA,” Califano said.

Bi-State fears People 
Mover won’t catch on 
ST. LOUIS (AP) - With an 
eye out for “white elephants,” 
the Bi-State Development Agen­ 
cy is going ahead slowly with 
plans to build a multimillion- 
dollar People Mover in down­ 
town St. Louis. 
Hie question is whether the 
people are willing to be moved. 
The pricetag for the speedy 
minitrains that would run driv- 
erless above and below ground 
is over $42 million. The pres­ 
sure to build the system is 
great, because Congress has al­ 
ready authorized Bi-State to 
spend $34.8 million on the proj­ 
ect. The rest of the money 
would come from a half-cent 
sales tax. 
Bi-State officials, however, 
say they won’t spend a nickel 
unless they’re sure the People 
Mover will pay for itself by 
moving people. 
“We’re not going to just 
spend the public's money,” Bi- 
State Commission Chairman 
John G. Brawley said.' “It 
would be irresponsible to build 
it just because the money is 
available.” 
To learn whether St. Louis 
residents will abandon their au­ 
tomobiles for the minitrains, 
Brawley said he is going to ap­ 
ply for a $400,000 federal grant 
from the Urban Mass Transit 
Administration.

said the People Mover may 
never be built. 
The prospects aren’t good.

Bi-State 
has estimated that the People 
Mover will attract about 27,500 
riders every weekday. But then 
it can’t be sure, and uncertain­ 
ty could be costly. 
The initial plan called for the 
trains to cover a 3.7-mile cir­ 
cuit with 12 stops; it would tie 
together the various business 
and entertainment spots in 
downtown St. Louis. People 
Movers are already working in 
Dallas, Tampa, and Tacoma- 
Seattle, Wash. 
Brawley said that he was 
willing to take certain risks for 
People Mover. ‘‘We’ve got to 
have something more than just 
adding buses,” he said. “And if 
it helps downtown, all the bet­ 
ter.” 
The proposed fare would be 
25 cents, and Bi-State has sug­ 
gested that the trains run every 
two minutes and carry 40 to 100 
persons. For commuters faced 
with the daily scramble for 
parking and breathing space, 
the People Mover is meant to 
be a soother, not a strainer of 
nerves

Statistics released recently by 
the Missouri Commission on 
Human Rights indicate the 
agency is becoming more 
productive in handling com­ 
plaints of discrimination. 


A Commission report com­ 
paring its performance for the 
first six months of 1977 with that 
of the same period of 1976 shows 
a total of 603 cases were com­ 
pleted by a 15-member in­ 
vestigative staff this year. A 
total of 193 completed in­ 
vestigations was recorded by 13 
persons in January-June 1976. 
The figures show that, on the 
average, each Commission 


investigator completed more 
than two and half times the 
number of cases in 1977 as in

Cruising the arms bazaar

WASHINGTON (NEA) — There’s a clown with a snappy 
line of patter at one booth, an animated cartoon character 
entertaining bystanders at another. Around the corner, 
visitors compete for free T-shirts by spinning an oversized 
roulette wheel. It could be a county fairgrounds. 
But in this case the clown is promoting the virtues of 
Boeing’s cruise missile, the cartoon character is touting 
Sikorsky Aircraft’s helicopters and the roulette wheel is 
specially designed to emphasize the versatility of the avionics 
produced by Lear Siegler, Inc. 
This is, to borrow the title of author Anthony Sampson’s 
recently published book on the subject, “ The Arms Bazaar.” 
It’s the Aerospace Development Briefings and Equipment 
Displays, a major feature of the annual convention of the Air 
Force Association. 
Spread over 15,000 square feet and three exhibit halls in one 
of Washington’s largest hotels is a mind-boggling array of 
rocket models, aircraft mockups and engine cross-sections as 
well as millions of dollars worth of computer terminals, elec­ 
tronic simulators, laser optics devices ami all manner of 
dazzling avionics. 
vTo a layman and a civilian, the show is simultaneously very 
reassuring and highly disturbing. In the former category, the 
electronic 
countermeasures demonstrations, 
swept-wing 
fighters and sophisticated bomb sights leave the distinct im­ 
pression that this country surely is well protected against its 
m ilitary enemies. 
But there also is the distressing aspect — the sense that the 
purveyors of everything from intercontinental missiles to 
altimeters care less about the national defense than they do 
about latching onto this year’s “hot items’’ in order to max­ 
imize sales. 
It doesn’t take much m ilitary savvy to ascertain what’s sell­ 
ing well in the aerospace biz this year. Right inside the main 
door to the exhibit halls it almost hits the visitor in the faces - 
a glistening 19 and one-half-foot-long mockup of Boeing’s 
cruise missile. 
On the wall, in large letters, is the sales pitch: “ We should 
begin deployment of the cruise missile using air launch plat­ 
forms such as B-52’s, modernized as necessary.’’ The source 
of that quotation: A statement from President Carter last 
June 30. 
But Boeing isn’t the only producer of the cruise. General 
Dynamics has its Tomahawk on display and Martin Marietta 
is pushing its ASALM. The Williams Research Corp. is stress­ 
ing its role as a producer of cruise propulsion systems and Lit­ 
ton Industries is proud to be a vendor of the missile’s 
navigational systems. 
Right behind the cruise is an item not as well known to the 
general public but which industry insiders confide is the 
“coming thina,” probably for the next "model year. " It’s the 
MX or Miasile-X intercontinental ballistic missile (ICBM ) 
program. 
After spending billions of dollars to produce “ hardened” un­ 
derground silos for ICBMs, the wizards in charge of defense 
planning have belatedly concluded that there’s really no way 
to make a fixed site invulnerable to a direct strike from an 
enemy missile. 
They’ve now discovered the virtues of a moving target - 
and that’s the MX. Martin Marietta displays one version at the 
show, an underground railroad which allows the ICBM to con­ 
tinually move through a aeries of subterranean trenches. In 
addition, both United Technologic« and Northrop are 
promoting their MX wares. 
Technically, it’s all very impressive. But one leaves with

Monsanto refutes cancer link 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass. (AP) — Monsanto Co., officials 
quickly attempted to refute a federal report suggesting oc­ 
cupational factors may have contributed to some cancer 
deaths among the firm’s chemical factory employes here. 
An International Union of Electrical Workers spokesman 
said the federal report is under study. The union represents 
many of the 2,000 Monsanto workers in Springfield. 
Now in draft form, the study was made by the National In­ 
stitute for Occrpational Safety and Health as part of its ex­ 
amination of Monsanto operations here that began two years 
ago. 
Monsanto said its own research contradicts the federal 
findings. 
In the federal project, experts made an analysis of death 
certificates of employes who died between 1950 and 1976, ac­ 
cording to a reported published in Tuesday’s Boston Evening 
Globe. 
Before 1975, Monsanto used vinyl chloride, now recognized 
as a cancer-causing agent, at its operation in Springfield. 
The study showed that death due to digestive and 
genitourinary cancers struck among the 465 Monsanto 
workers at a “significantly elevated proportion” when com­ 
pared to national death rates attributed to those causes.

Incompetant officiating went a long way toward the downfall of 
the Cardinals at Busch Stadium Sunday. It's sad that the result of 
a game so important can rest so much in the hands of six men 
with striped shirts, flags in their pockets and whistles around 
their necks The eleven players on the field for each team can 
have any accomplishment they have made taken away from 
them with one drop of the flag 
Two crucial pass interference penalties, both extremely 
questionable, set up Dallas touchdow ns that enabled the Cowboys 
to beat the Big Red It is unlikely that the Cowboys would have 
argued much if they had been called incomplete, although they 
probably would have made a token complaint. 
Maybe it was good officiating Maybe the on-the-spot, well- 
trained official was able to detect something that the Cardinal 
players and fans couldn't. 
Maybe they were just calling 'em 
close Very close 
But if that was the case, why did Cardinal receivers not get 
equal protection from the field policemen? Not even Vin Scully 
and Alex Hawkins can say that the Cards didn't get pushed 
around a bit, especially in the late going when they were trying to 
catch up 
Don Coryell summed up the frustration that a coach must feel 
when he's on the wrong end of a bad call: *if I say anything bad 
or derogatory (about the officials». I'll be fined more money than 
I’m making 
There s not one thing you can do about it." 
He's right about both statements, but especially hit the nail 
right on the head with the last one Coryell has made a proposal 
that is logical and workable and could take such unlimited power 
away from the officials, who are only human A coach who 
believes a bad 
call has gone against his team can ask to have a 
replay shown and scrutinized If the replay clearly shows that the 
official was in error, then the decision is reversed If the official 
is right, then a time out is charged to the team requesting the 
replay. 
Such a rule, if adopted, would allow obviously unjust and 
erroneous decisions to be reversed, which well they should be By 
charging a time out if the official's decision is upheld, the rule 
would not be abused A coach would call for a replay only when he 
was 99 44/l00ths per cent sure he was right 
Why won't the NFL go for such a rule0 Because they are still 
living in the Dark Ages Just like the gag rule, which forbids a 
coach to speak unfavorably to the press about an official's call. It 
is apathy in the truest sense of the word If Pete Rozelle was truly 
concerned about the problem, he would take more effective 
measures than are currently on the NFL books 
For example, an official was recently judged to have made a 
mistake that cost one NFL team a football game, period It was 
not even an error of judgement, but in incompetency He was 
suspended without pay for two games, but he'll be back on the 
field after that, possibly to rob another team 
For those w ho really care, it's frustrating

to the World Series But the game is nine innings long -- 27 outs 
With the exception of George Brett’s throw mg error that gave 
the Yankees an insurance run. which didn't really matter, you 
couldn't really say that Kansas City gave the game away.

is tough, especially when they were probably the better team 
both times

NEW YORK (AP) - Two left-hander*, one 
who can pitch ever day and one whose season 
was supposed to be over, provided the hurling 
heroics, while a defensive specialist and a 
Punch 'n Judy hitter provided the important 
offense as the New York Yankees finally won 
their 100th World Series game. 
It took 13 years and 12 actlotipacked innings 
Tuesday night before the Yankees reached 
the century mark, outlasting the Los Angeles 
Dodgers 4-3. 
"It feels wonderful,” decided Yankee 
Manager Billy Mrtin, who managed his first 
World Series winner after four losing games 
against Cincinnati last year. 
Last year, Cincinnati had left-hander Don 
Gullett, whUe this year the Yankees have 
him. The hard-throwing Gullett, an offseason 
free agent acquisition by the Yankees, was 
yanked after two innings last Wednesday in 
the American League playoffs because of a 
sore shoulder. At the time, Martin said 
Gullett was finished for the season. 
But that was no mirage on the mound Tues­ 
day night. It was Don Gullett, who combined 
with ironman Sparky Lyle to finish off the 
Dodgers, allowing the National League cham­ 
pions just six hits all night. 
• The difference between the playoffs and 
tonight was that I was throwing the ball 10 or 
15 miles an hour faster,” said Gullett, who 
was given a pain-killing cortisone shot after 


his poor performance a week ago. "Even 
though I had trouble in the first inning, I had 
enough confidence in my stuff to know I would 
corral it sooner or later . ” 
Lyle, who always has confidence in his 
stuff, checked the Dodgers on one hit for the 
last 3 2-3 innings to gain his third straight 
postseason victory. His winning relief stints 
Saturday and Sunday carried the Yankees in­ 
to the World Series. 
“My arm feels good right now," said Lxle, 
who has pitched 13 2-3 innings in relief since 
postseason play began for the Yankees last 
Wednesday. "I definitly can go tomorrow — I 
mean If he needs me.” 
Lyle didn’t have to pitch all night because 
Paul Blair, a brilliant outfielder inserted for 
Reggie Jackson in the ninth Inning, stroked a 
two-strike single past short in the 12th, 
scoring the fleet Willie Randolph with the win­ 
ning run. 
In the sixth Inning, Randolph had turned 
from speedster to power hitter, socking his 
first home run since July 12 (274 at bats) to tie 
the game at 2-2. 
Blair, a beanball victim earlier in his 
career, still carries the psychological scars 
and ducks away from right-handed pitchers. 
But his clutch single in the 12th came off 
right-handed reliever Rick Rhoden, the fifth 
Los Angeles pitcher. He also singled off Kan­ 
sas City 
right-hander Dennis 
Leonard 


Sunday, launching the Yankees’ ninth-inning, 
pennant-winning rally. 
Blair’s game-winner came after he had fail­ 
ed to lay down successful sacrifice bunts in 
the 10th and 12th innings. "I was disappointed 
that I didn’t get the bat down really good 
when I was trying to bunt,” Blair said. 
Randolph, the Yankees’ 23year-old All-Star 
second baseman, was the New York power 
hitter Tuesday night, stealing the thunder 
from sluggers Jackson, Graig Nettles and 
Chris Chambliss, who remain in dismal 
slumps. None of them has an extra-base hit in 
postseason play. 


Randolph already has two extra base blasts 
in the series, the homer to left in the sixth and 
the double to right leading off the 12th Inning. 
"All year I’ve been in the background, so 
this feels great,” said the quiet Randolph, 
who had only four homers in the regular 
season. "But I’m not really a home run hitter 
and I don’t look to hit the long ball. I just go up 
there and try to be aggressive.” 
Randolph has a chance to continue his hot 
hitting while the real Yankee home run 
threats hope to wake up their bats tonight in 
Game 2, when New York’s Catfish Hunter 
pitches against Burt Hooton in a battle of 
right-handers. 
Hunter, sidelined since Sept. 10 because of a 
urological disorder, may be well rested.

DEAR POLLY — Would you please tell me when it is 
best to put cooked food in the refrigerator — when it has 
had time to completely cool off or when it is still hot and 
warm*’ 1 would really like to know the best way to pre­ 
vent food spoilage and food poisoning so please clear

DEAR BECKY — Research has proven that hot food 
should not be cooled to room temperature before it is 
put in the refrigerator as that is when the bacteria 
thrive. Also, putting anything very hot into the box 
raises its temperature and is defeating our energy- 
saving efforts.

Patrol superintendent 
opposes MBI concept

JE F F E R S O N C IT Y - Col A1 
Lubker superintendent of the 
State Highway Patrol, plans to 
go to the mat on proposals to 
establish a Missouri Bureau of 
Investigation 
as 
a 
separate 
agency. 
“ It would tear the guts out of 
the patrol,” Lubker says. “ I ’ll 
fight it accordingly." 
Lubker sees what he calls a 
“ critical“ need for a greater 
statewide investigative effort 
against 
crime, 
particularly 
organized 
crim e. 
But 
he 
believes that effort should be 
centered in the patrol. Not in a 
separate agency. 
To 
Lubker, 
nothing about 
establishing a separate M B I 
makes sense. And that position 
puts him almost directly op­ 
posite 
his superior in state 
government. Kenneth Carnes, 
who is head of the cabinet-level 
Department of Public Safety. 
Carnes leans toward establish­ 
ment of the M BI under Public 
Safety’s control but separate 
from the highway patrol. 
Through a Carnes nomination, 
Lubker r<*e from the rank of 
lieutenant in the patrol this year 
to the top job, an appointment 
officially then made by Gov. 
Joseph Teasdale. Lubker is not 
the ungrateful type. But he’s 
also a career patrol officer. 
“ 1 hope Ken and 1 can get 
together on this. W e’ve never 
really discussed it in detail. But 
this 
is 
serious 
I 
sincerely 
believe the future of the patrol is 
at stake.” 
Lubker notes that several of 
the legislative proposals being 
drafted for an M BI provide that 
first preference for the new jobs 
as a state investigator would go 
to current 
members 
of the 
patrol's 
Intelligence 
and 
Investigation <I & I) units 
The intent of such a hiring 
practice is clear. Lubker says. 
The patrol would be removed 
from what Lubker regards as 
one of its most important fun­ 
ctions •• assisting local law 
enforcement 
officials 
in 
criminal investigations. 
Lubker argues that the ability 
to engage in investigative work 
is 
the 
heart 
of 
any police 
organization. “ If they take that 
away from us. it will be the 
death of the patiol as we have 
known it." Lubker says. " If 


we re out of investigative work 
altogether, we will not be able to 
recruit the caliber of police 
officer we’ve had in the past.” 
Lubker 
notes 
that 
the 
uniformed officers of the patrol 
themselves 
assist 
local 
in­ 
vestigations from time to time. 
Ability to move into the fulltime 
I & I units is a valuable, even 
necessary, 
incentive, 
Lubker 
adds. 
"If, however, when a man 
joins us knowing that all he will 
ever do is write traffic tickets, 
what kind of man are we going 
to attract?," Lubker asks. 
Lubker also argues that the 
patrol now maintains a system 
of crime laboratories, runs the 
statewide computer information 
network, and conducts year- 
round training programs which 
are open not only to patrol of­ 
ficers and cadets but to local law 
enforcement officres as well. He 
sees that all these facilities 
would have to be utilized by an 
M B I. 
“ So why make it a 
separate agency?" 
Since its founding in 1931, 
Lubker believes the patrol has 
established a tradition of hiring 
an outstanding caliber of police 
officer, a hiring that has been 
free of the political process. He 
fears that a new and separate 
M B I 
would 
not have that 
tradition and would become a 
haven for sheriffs who had lost 
their bids for re-election and for 
retired officers of local police 
departments. 
Lubker also believes the 
patrol has established an out­ 
standing national reputation and 
that in its 46 years has gained 
the confidence and perhaps even 
affection 
of

average 
Missouri citizen. He sees that a 
new and separate M BI would 


have to create a reputation “ in 
order to justify its requests for 
more funds." To Lubker, that 
means a new and separate M BI 
would have to take on cases that 
would guarantee it headlines 
and instant recognition. A 
search for instant glory by the 
M BI, Lubker believes, would 
leave behind it bruised relations 
with local sheriffs and police 
departments, which themselves 
are sensitive as to where public 
credit goes.

Lubker s not sure that he un­ 
derstands that opposition. He 
says it always has been the

believes that policy not has been 
followed successfully but that 
the patrol is regarded generally 
as a partner rather than a 
competitor by local officers. 
Lubker is not sure he will

WASHINGTON (AP) - Too 
many Americans take drugs 
they do not need and don’t 
know enough about, says the 
secretary of Health. Education 
and Welfare He wants a “top- 
to-bottom, thorough overhaul’’ 
of government regulation of 
drugs 
HEW Secretary Joseph A. 
Califano Jr said Wednesday he 
will begin by revamping the 
Food and Drug Administration, 
but also urged Congress to re­ 
write the 40 year-old law which 
governs the agency. 
Califano said consumers often 
are not supplied enough infor­ 
mation about drugs, both the 
prescription and over-the-count­ 
er varieties, and "our regu­ 
latory’ process itself is closed 
and secretive." 
The result, he said, is that 
too many consumers take drugs 
that do not help them 
"Little dispute exists that 
much prescribing (of drugs) in 
this country is done for symp^ 
toms for which the drug is not 
recommended or is not effec­ 
tive," Califano told a luncheon 
sponsored by Public Citizen Fo­ 
rum, a consumer group 
“Too often doctors automati­ 
cally write, and patients auto­ 
matically expect a prescription 
for every ailment Unnecessary 
use at a minimum wastes m o n 


ey and contributes to already 
soaring medical costs,” he con­ 
tinued. 
Califano said that since the 
law governing the FDA was 
enacted in 1938, sales in the 
drug manufacturing industry 
have grown from about $300 
million to more than $7 billion 
a year. 


“Today, more than 1.5 billion 
prescriptions are written every 
year — an average of 5 7 pre­ 
scriptions for every man, wom­ 
an and child in the nation.” he 
said. 
And he said the growth of the 
industry and scientific develop­ 
ments which have resulted in 
the development of many new 
drugs have made the current 
law archaic. 


Califano said manufacturers 
should be required to disclose 
tests they make of drugs to as­ 
sure that they are safe and ef­ 
fective. The results of such 
tests are withheld from the 
public on the grounds 
that 
“trade secrets" might be di­ 
vulged. 
“ Not only should the (test) 
data be public but decisions 
should be made in open pro­ 
ceedings to provide interested 
groups an opportunity to sub­ 
mit views and to participate be­ 
fore the FDA."

See specialist about breasts

D EAR DR. LAMB - I am 
20 years old and a female who 
looks like a boy because of my 
small breasts. I wear a 32A 
bra and have done everything 
to help them get larger but 
nothing seems to work. Could 
you tell me what I need to 
know about silicone injec­ 
tions, like how much it costs, 
where I can get it done, and 
what kind of doctor does it? 
D EAR REA D ER - See a 
specialist in obstetrics and 
gynecology before you do 
anything about your breasts. 
So m e tim e s the breast 
development is related to the 
balance of female hormones 
and help in that department is 
the proper procedure Also, he 
will be able to tell you what is 
available in your community 
if breast augmentation is real­ 
ly indicated 
Silicone injections are 
usually illegal. Implants are 
another story. I don’t approve 
of these either in young 
women with your complaint. 
Some of my colleagues are not 
happy with my view 1 agree 
that breast implants and 
reconstructive surgery are of 
great benefit for the woman 
who has breast disease and 
needs help. This would include 
the woman who has breast 
surgery for cancer This is not 
the same problem though as 
presented by the many women 
who think they would like to 
have larger breasts for one 
reason or another. 
Good posture that keeps the 
shoulders back improves a 
small breast's appearance as 
does development of the chest 
muscles that the breasts rest 
upon 
Neither measure in­ 
creases the breast size, only 
the appearance 
Those highly advertised 
b reast 
e n la rg e rs 
are 
worthless other than any 
associated exercise program 
that increases chest muscle 
size or improves posture 
DEAR DR LAM B - I read 


your column in the Mainichi 
Daily News, Osaka, Japan, 
and ' would appreciate your 
opinion about “ not’’ sauces. I 
love them all, tabasco, chili, 
kim-chee. curry — but I don’t 
take as much as I would like 
because of a vague feeling 
that they may be bad for you. 
But Mexicans, Koreans and 
Indians are healthy enough 
and I have never had any ill 
effects that I know of. Is this 
just a superstition or an old- 
wives tale? 
D EAR REA D ER - The old 
saying, "one man’s meat is 
another man’s poison’’ cer­ 
tainly applies here. The hot 
spicy taste is dependent upon 
chemicals that many people 
tolerate very well. In fact, one 
reason people in the spice 
world have less heart and 
vascular disease is that they 
depend upon spices for flavor 
rather than copious amounts 
of fat, particularly butter. 
People who have any form 
of digestive disturbance 
may not tolerate spices so 
well. They may irritate the 
bowel and may be a factor in 
diarrhea in some people. In 
general if you have bowel or 
stomach trouble it is.well to 
avoid spicy foods 
People who like spicy foods 
should know that chemicals 
are absorbed into the blood 
stream and many of these im­ 
part a smell to the air breath­ 
ed out of the lungs, hence gar­ 
lic breath, onion breath and 
yes. alcohol breath 
But if you are healthy and 
have no digestive problems, 
there is nothing particularly 
harmful about hot sauces.

Cruising the arms bazaar

WASHINGTON (NEAl — There s a clown with a snappy 
line of patter at one booth, an animated cartoon character 
entertaining bystanders at another 
Around the corner, 
visitors compete for free T-shirts by spinning an oversized 
roulette wheel It could be a county fairgrounds 
But in this case the clown is promoting the virtues of 
Boeing s cruise missile, the cartoon character is touting 
Sikorsky Aircraft's helicopters and the roulette wheel is 
specially designed to emphasize the versatility of the avionics 
produced by Lear Siegler. Inc 
This is. to borrow the title of author Anthony Sampson s 
recently published book on the subject. 
The Arms Bazaar " 
It's the Aerospace Development Briefings and Equipment 
Displays, a major feature of the annual convention of the Air 
Force Association 
Spread over 15,000 square feet and three exhibit halls in one 
of Washington s largest hotels is a mind boggling array of 
rocket models, aircraft mockups and engine cross-sections as 
well as millions of dollars worth of computer terminals, elec 
tronic simulators, laser optics devices and all manner of 
dazzling avionics 
To a layman and a civilian, the show is simultaneously very 
reassuring and highly disturbing In the former category, the 
electronic 
countermeasures 
demonstrations, 
swept-wing 
fighters and sophisticated bomb sights leave the distinct im­ 
pression that this country surely is well protected against its 
military enemies 
But there also is the distressing aspect — the sense that the 
purveyors of everything from intercontinental missiles to 
altimeters care less about the national defense than they do 
about latching onto this year's hot items'’ in order to max­ 
imize sales 
It doesn t take much military savvy to ascertain what's sell­ 
ing well in the aerospace biz this year Right inside the main 
door to the exhibit halls it almost hits the visitor in the faces - 
a glistening 19 and one-half-foot-long mockup of Boeing's 
cruise missile 
On the wall, in large letters, is the sales pitch “ We should 
begin deployment of the cruise missile using air launch plat­ 
forms such as B-52's. modernized as necessary ” The source 
of that quotation; A statement from President Carter last 
June 30 
But Boeing isn t the only producer of the cruise General 
Dynamics has its Tomahawk on display and Martin Marietta 
is pushing its ASALM The Williams Research Corp is stress 
mg its role as a producer of cruise propulsion systems and Lit­ 
ton Industries is proud to be a vendor of the missile's 
navigational systems 
Right behind the cruise is an item not as well known to the 
general public but which industry insiders confide is the 
coming thing,'' probably for the next model year ’* It's the 
MX or Missile-X intercontinental ballistic missile (ICBMt 
program. 
After spending billions of dollars to produce hardened un­ 
derground silos for lCBMs. the wizards in charge of defense 
planning have belatedly concluded that there's really no way 
to make a fixed site invulnerable to a direct strike from an 
enemy missile. 
They ve now discovered the virtues of a moving target - 
and that 's the MX Martin Marietta displays one version at the 
show, an underground railroad which allows the 1CBM to con­ 
tinually move through a series of subterranean trenches In 
addition, both United Technologies and Northrup are 
promoting their MX wares 
Technically, it’s all very impressive But one leaves with 
the impression that if the Defense Department tomorrow 
declared corn flakes to be our first line of defense, Rockwell, 
Lockheed and Grumman would quickly retool to compete with 
the Kellogg Co without really considering whether breakfast 
cereal had any value as a military deterrent
